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RURAL ELECTRIFICATION IN EAST COUNTRY 


The decision of farmers east of Didsbury to form a 
rural electrification co-operative is a step forward in the| 
modernizing of farm homes in this area, and if carried 
out will be one of the greatest advantages on the farm 
since the coming of the tractor and power machines. 

A committee is now endeavouring to sign up as many | 
farmers as possible in the proposed electric co-operative, | 
which asks farmers to pay $600 towards the scheme plus | 
a week’s labor in putting in poles, and if at all possible | 
to finance this outlay farmers could make no better invest- 
ment. 

City power in the farm home will pay for itself in the 
long run, as well as provide farmers and their wives with 
every modern convenience that electricity brings to the 
city home. Once the power is installed there is no upkeep 
of plant, as is the case with the windcharger and gasoline 
plants for fuel, batteries and repairs. In place of this, 
rural electrification brings power to the farm for around 
$5 per month on the average, under the proposed plan sub- 
mitted by the Calgary Power Company, and this $5 will 
provide electricity for pumping water, operating milking 
machines, grain choppers and other farm machines, be- 
sides providing first class electric lights for homes and 
outbuildings. At this rate there will be power to operate 
the washine machine, electric iron, toaster, refrigerator | 
and other electric appliances. For very little more the’ 
housewife can opernte a modern electric range, and elec- | 
tric heaters woul be available in the home, as well as for | 
incubators and brooder stoves. In fact there is no end to! 
the uses which modern electric power can be put to on the | 
farm—and all those advantages are now being offered to) 
the farmers east of town, providing they agree, and are 
financially able to join the rural electric co-operative. 

If at all possible we would urge every farmer, 
approached to sign up for rural electrification now, while | 
the plan is acceptable to the power company.

Canada's fertilizer manufactur- 
industry comprises 23 estab- 
lishments, employing .3,200 work- 
ers, With an output valued at $50,- 


600,000, to over $32,000,000 last 
year. 
All exports are controlled 


by the fertilizer committee of the 
International Emergency Food 
Council, which supplies more than 
100 claimant countries from the 
pooled production of the manufac- 
turing countries, Allocations are es- 
tablished on the basis of the more 
urgent food necessities, and equi- 
distribution is thus main- 
tained. 

The importance of nitrogeneous 
fertilizers is best illustrated by the 
fact that only 10 per cent of Can- 
adian production is required for do- 
mestie needs, and as a result, Can- 
ada is able to make a substantial

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NEWFOUNDLAND MAY 
BECOME TENTH PROVINCE 


Proposed arrangements for the 
entry of Newfoundland into con- 
federation have now been made 
public. These “proposed arrange- 
ments” coming from the office of 
the Prime Minister will be present- 
ed to the National Convention in 
St, John. The ultimate decision will 
be made by the people of New: 
foundland in a referendum. 
| If it is decided that Newfound. 
\land should enter the Confedera- 
‘tion, Canada will have a tenth pro- 
vince, and a fourth province in the 
| Maritime group. 
| The financial arrangements neces- 
sary to this federal union are most 
involved. Millions of dollars be- 
come mere peanuts in the maze of 
financial statistics. It is, however, 
the question of finance upon which 
| the issue will be resolved. 

At the present time Newfound- 
| land, a Crown Colony, is governed 
| by a Commission of six members, 
three from the United Kingdom 
and three from Newfoundland. Un- 


vince of the Dominion of Canada 
would be obtained. Her representa- 
tion in Parliament would, on the 
basis of population, be six senators 
and seven members of the House 
of Commons. 

Newfoundland’s legislative func- 
tion as a province would be the 
same as all other provinces. 

The National Convention will 
study the proposals and = submit 
their recommendations to the Unit- 
ed Kingdom with regard to future 
|forms of government for New- 
| foundland. A final decision is in the 
hands of the people. 

Since it is impossible to deter- 
mine beforehand how satisfactorily 
the financial arrangements will 
work out the “proposed arrange- 
ments” of the Dominion Govern- 
ment provide that “ within a period 
of eight years” a Royal Commission 
will review the financial position 
of the tenth province, with a view 
to recommending what financial as- 
sistance, if any, might be required.

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TEST SEED FOR GERMINATION | 


Good seed will be scarce by 
spring, and many Alberta farmers 
are making sure of their supplies 
right now. It is important that tests 
should be made for germination 
whether the seed is from your own 
fields or from any other source. 

A simple way to make a home 
germination test is to fill two flow- 
er pots with damp earth and plant 
100 seeds one inch deep in each pot 
Place the pots on your window sill 
for 12 days. Do not water more 
than two or three times in the 12 


days. Count plants which emerge 
from the soil. You will thus obtain 
an accurate germination percent- 
age. 


Two pots are used so that you 
may get a better average. If you 
get 80 per cent germination, that 
is 80 seed sprouts above ground out 
of 100 planted, your grain is fit for 
seeding.

WILD LIFE ODDITIES 


Wildfire oddities of unusual inter- 
est are brought to the attention of 
the Wildlife service of the Depart- 
ment of Mines and Resources in Ot- 
tawa from time to time. A bull 
frog in Quebec that swallowed two 
ducklings; a hen in Nova Scotia re- 
turned after three weeks’ absence, 
accompanied by a flock of nine 
sturdy wild ducks; a deer in Prince 
Albert National Park that chews 
tobacco; a bear with four playful 
cubs that meets trains at Jasper; 
and many others. 

The latest report is from Water- 
ton Lakes National Park in Alberta, 
where a cutthroat trout taken by an 
angler from North Lineham Lake 
during September, contained, 
among other items of food, a dusky 
mountain shrew. The shrew is a 
tiny, furry gray mammal, 4% inches 
long, that lives chiefly on insects. 
The trout weighed 1b. 6 ozs., was 
1414 inches long and was approx- 
imately 7 years old. It was quite fat 
and in excellent condition. 

This is the first record, so far as 
is known, of a cutthroat trout in a 


der confederation the status of Pro- | national park having been found 


to feed on a mammal, since the us- 
ual diet of this species consists of 
insects, other invertebrates and 
small fish. It is also the first record 
in a national park of a shrew of this 
species occurring in an altitude of 
7100 feet above sea level. The 
shrew is a terrestial species, and 
how it became available to the 
trout it not known. 

Lineham Lake, one of a series of 
five lakes in a beautiful bowl- shap- 
ed, hanging valley, is one of the 
less accessible lakes in Waterton 
ton Lakes National Park. As_ in 


other lakes in the park, trout of ex- 
cellent quality are present in con- 
siderable numbers, to the delight of 
visiting anglers. 


FLOATING FACTORY 


The first trawler to assume the 
proportion of a factory ship has 
just been launched from a shipyard 
at Ardrossan, Scotland. Fish caught 
by this vessel, the “Fairfree,” will 
be filleted, quick-frozen and packed 
at sea within a few hours of being 
caught. Specially designed trays 
give a handy two-pound block of 
quick-frozen fillets which, placed in 


Production 
of the Fairfree’s refrigerator is one 
ton of whole or filleted fish per 
hour. Packed in 42-pound cartons 
the filleted fish are taken by con- 
veyor belt and chute to the refrig- 
erated hold, which has a capacity 
of 150 tons. 


ALBERTA IS FIRST 
IN MANY THINGS 


Alberta is first in so many things 
the catalogue of them fill a fair 
sized book. | 


To mention only a few: Alberta 
has, as a matter of cold-blooded 
statistics, more hours of sunshine | 
per year than any other province in | 
Canada. It ought to follow that Al- 
bertans are the healthiest Cana- 
dians, but natural advantage has 
been augmented by the most vigor- 
ous of provincial health program- 
mes. 

Irrigation is practised on a vaster 
scale in Alberta than in any other 
province, and as a consequence 
leads in several important indus- 
tries—notably sugar beet and can- 
ning. Half of the Canadian beet 
sugar is grown in Alberta. Two Al- 
berta canning factories together 
boast of a larger output than any 
other Canadian cannery. 

For the first six months of the 
present year Alberta contributed 
3,235,453 barrels of the total Can- 
adian oil output of 3,591,090. 

Alberta {is so far ahead in coal re- 
serves that it has been said that 
the province is virtually one vast 
coal bed. So also in natural gas— 
one can,hardly bore a hole any- 
where in” the province without 
striking it. 

The number of world champion- 
ships that have been won at the 
International Hay and Grain Show 
by wheat grown in Alberta fields 
is the evidence of Alberta's leader- 
ship in that domain, seldom  suc- 
cessfully challenged. 

The leadership of Alberta's live 
stock is too universally acknow- 
ledged to need enlarging upon. Al- 
berta horses have been found on 
every battlefield in this century's 
history, before the advent of mech- 
anized warfare. 

Historically, too, Alberta is at the 
head of and chronological table 
since it was here some of the earl- 
iest settlement took place. Perhaps 
the most notable, and withal one of 
the most successful colonization 
schemes, was the Mormon in and 
around Cardston in the sixties,
